@ OSTOFFICE department public- 
J ity releases on the Hawaiian 3 
# cent stamp which is to be issued 
soon as part of the territorial series 
carry the expected but exasperating 
usual amount of misinformation about 
Hawaii common to such releases. 

Stamp papers and magazines and 
columns throughout the country are 
picking up these releases and almost 
without exception are running the mis- 
information contained therein as gospel 
truth. 

Although the new stamp is designed 
to honor Hawaii as a territory of the 
United States, nowhere in the postoffice 
department’s publicity releases is any 
mention made of Hawaii as a territory, 
an incorporated part of the nation. 

Instead the territory of Hawaii, the 
prospective forty-ninth state of the 
union, is referred to as the Hawaiian is- 
lands or—and which is worse—the Sand- 
wich islands. 


A-1 ARCHAEOLOGISTS 


The postoffice propaganda boys cer- 
tainly proved themselves A-1 archaeolo- 
gists when they dug up the term Sand- 
wich islands. We had always thought 
of that term as being irrevocably lost 
in the mists of antiquity. 

Somebody ought to present the boys 
with medals for their research work or 
else with a copy of some gazeteer or 
atlas printed in the present century. So 
far as we know, the term Sandwich is- 
lands was dropped from official usage 
about the middle of the 19th century, 
from common American usage a decade 
or so earlier. 

The postoffice department says that 
the new stamp will depict a likeness of 
Kamehameha the Great, “taken from a 
photograph of a statue of Kamehameha 
I now standing in front of Iolani Castle 
in Honolulu, Hawaiian Islands.” 


And so that means that the stamp 
will not even show a likeness of Kame- 
hameha I, for it is a generally accepted 
fact that no attempt was made to portray 
the features or stature of the great

the statue was modelled from the best 
looking Hawaiian that could be found. 


ACTUAL PORTRAITS AVAILABLE 


If the postoffice department had ex- 
erted the least bit of effort they could 
have obtained reproductions of an orig- 
inal portrait of Hawaii’s greatest king. 
Such reproductions as etchings, oil paint- 
ings and photos are quite plentiful. 

Where on earth the postoffice mouth- 
pieces dug up the term Iolani castle for 
Iolani palace looks as though it always 
will be a mystery. This is the first time 
we have ever heard of Iolani palace be- 
ing called a castle. 

The postoffice boys, though, really 
might have done a better job had they 
referred to it as “the Hawaiian Houses 
of Parliament.” For it is in Iolani pal- 
ace where the territorial senate and 
house of representatives hold their ses- 
sions. 

The postoffice releases say that Kame- 
hameha was born in 1736, died in 1819. 


Boys Nat

We had always thought hat the date of 
Kamehameha’s_ birth was something 
which had never been really ascertained 
and was the kind of problem which 
kept historians sitting up nights. Ad- 
mitted that the older textbooks give 
Kamehameha’s birth year as 1736, yet 
the more recent texts place the date 
about 1758. 


KEEPING UP REPUTATION 


Still, perhaps we shouldn’t be too hard 
on the postoffice department. It has 
never prided itself on historical accuracy 
and perhaps in the present instance is 
only waiting to live up to its reputation. 


Classic example of the postoffice de- 
partment’s ability to make “history” is 
of course the botch in the Columbian 
series of 1893. Stamps of the Columbian 
series show scenes in Columbus’ life. One 
stamps shows Columbus on the deck of 
his ship cleanshaven. Another, sup- 
posedly showing a scene a few minutes 
later, depicts the landing of Columbus 
with a heavy growth of beard. 


A more recent botch was the 18 
centavos stamp of the 1932 issue of the 
Philippines put out by the bureau 
of printing and engraving in Washington. 
The stamp was supposed to depict Pag- 
sanjan falls in the Philippines, but in- 
stead showed Vernal falls in Yosemite 
National Park.

As noted in a special wire flash in 
Linn’s last week, Karl Orth, director- 
general of posts of Germany arrived in 
Washington, and immediately sought 
contact with Postmaster-General Farley. 
Unfortunately Farley was out of town 
and the Nazi representative has been 
forced to wait for several days. 

As this is written previous to the 
conclave between the two post office 
officials, it is the opinion of the writer 
that the inclusion of Germany in the 
present setup to span the Atlantic for 
air mail is doubtful. 

As far as rumors go, United States 
and Great Britain, with assistance of the 
Portuguese government through its sta- 
tion at the Azores, appear to be the only 
likely countries involved in this means 
of international air mail transportation. 

Last fall, the same Herr Orth made a 
visit here with the expressed thought of

Due to a surprisingly large number of re- 
quests which have come in for names of the 
ships in our Asiatic Fleet, at the moment sta- 
tioned at ports in and about China, the com- 
plete list of these vessels is given herewith: 

Augusta, flagship; Asheville, Isabel, Sacra- 
mento and Tulsa, comprising the squadron 
which was intact when Admiral Harry E. 
Yarnell, in command, took it hurriedly to China 
to protect our nationals. Then we have. the 
Yangtze Patrol, consisting of the gunboats Lu- 
zon (flagship), Guam, Monocacy, Oahu, Panay, 
and Tutuila. Then the South China Patrol, 
made up of the gunboat Mindanao. Follows 
then Destroyer Squadron 5, the Black Hawk 
and the Paul Jones (flag). Destroyer Division 
13 consists of the Whipple (flagship), Alben, 
Barker and Edwards. Destroyer Division 14 is 
made up of the Stewart (flagship), Bulmer, 
Edsall and Parrott. Destroyer Division 15 is 
the Pillsbury (flagship), Pope, Peary and John 
D. Ford. 

Submarine Squadron 5 is composed of the 
Canopus (flagship) and the Pigeon, while Sub- 


marine Division 10 is made up of the S-37 
(flagship), the S-36, S-38, S-39, S-40 and S-41. 
The Aircraft detachment, Mine Division 3, is 
the Bittern, Finch, Heron, Pecos and Ramapo. 
There you are, and all of them except the 
S-submarines have cancels and mail orderlies. 
Address all of these ships care postmaster, San 
Francisco, Calif., and mark your envelopes 
“Asiatic Station.’”” Domestic postage rates ap- 
ply on mail going and on your covers com- 
ing back because wherever our ships are, they 
are part of the United States and they are per- 
mitted to cancel only U. S. stamps.

meetings from now until next spring will 
be good if the club programs are planned 
properly and if a genuine effort is made 
to reach the majority of collectors who 
have no club affiliations. Club presi- 
dents should arrange conferences with 
their assistants and map out the winter 
campaign.

Great collections seldom are composed 
of rarities alone. In the collection of the 
late Arthur Hind were many of the 
cheaper varieties and when the holdings 
were offered for sale in London much 
of this cheaper material was gathered in- 
to lots for sale to dealers and others who 
might want to buy for resale. Many 
stamp dealers from the continent went 
over to London for the sale and among 
them were three gentlemen from Vienna 
who were interested in the Austrian lots. 
As they traveled together they agreed 
not to “cut each other’s throats” as the 
American saying is. That is, they would 
examine the lots, agree on the value and 
regardless of which merchant obtained 
the stamps they would hold a private 
auction among themselves. 


There was one lot on which one of 
the Viennese dealers bid 5 pounds. The

lot did not look promising but the bid 
excited interest and someone offered 30 
pounds. The stamps included 67 copies 
of the 25 kr stamps of 1867 picturing 
Franz Joseph. 


Said the first bidder to his comrades: 
*“T should like to have these stamps. I 
will bid 60 pounds and give to each of 
you 15 pounds if you will let me have 
it for myself”. His friends agreed as 
this profit on nothing ventured would 
pay their expenses. So the lot was sold. 

“You are both greenhorns”, he then 
said. “You did not notice that among 
these stamps was a 3 kr in red instead 
of green, a rare error. I have a customer 
who will pay 5,000 / - for it.” 


(Editor’s note: The rare 3kr men- 
tioned by Mr. Singer or another of the 
same issue was sold at Auction in Lon- 
don this summer and brought a price of 
$1,125. The error is not recognized by 
either Scott or Gibbons but Michel lists 
it at 5,000 francs. 


I am sending to the editor of Linn’s 
magazine for examination two excellent 
plate varieties on Hungarian stamps 
which may turn up in America. While 
these items are of particular interest only 
to specialists they are examples of a 
phase of the hobby that has many fol- 
lowers. The first variety is found on the 
10f Count Rakoczi of 1935. The right 
side of the count’s mustache is much 
shorter than the left side on one stamp 
in each sheet of 100. Over here the 
variety is selling at fifteen to twenty 
times the face value of the stamp or 30 
to 40 cents in American money. 





The second variety is found on the 
current International Fair 2f stamp. The 
twenty-first stamp in each sheet of 100 
shows a badly damaged M in Magyarors- 
zag. 





Some criticism is being heard here of 
the very wide margins on the Hitler 
sheets. This is watermarked paper and 
it is possible for forgers to trim away 
enough of this paper for use in printing 
High value stamps.

The wife said she was fed up on 
stamps. For over a year we had had 
‘em all day and every night, except 
nights when she had to stay alone be- 
cause I was at some stamp club—and 
that usually happened on nights when 
she wanted me to take her somewhere. 


So we decided to go to a northern 
lake, where we could fish and swim and 
sleep under blankets, and just forget all 
about stamps for a solid month. Sounded 
all right, and we hunted up a good place, 
a fine lake several miles from any town; 
cottage, boat, pier, etc., and we packed 
up and away we went. 


It was great. Nice row of cottages 
under shade trees, willows hanging over 
the water, everything lovely. Birds to 
wake you up early while the fishing was 
good, that sort of thing. But there was 
one darn woodpecker that got up on the 
corner of the tin roof every morning and 
beat a tatoo on it. Whether he ex- 
pected to finally dig a hole in the roof 
and get something good to eat, or 
whether he was just testing his hammer 
or what the dickens, we never found out, 
but he was a nuisance. No one wants to 
get up every morning at 4:30 to go 
fishing! 


Well, we forgot stamps. That is, for 
about a week. Then a man in one of 
the nearby cottages came over one eve- 
ning and said, “Say, are you a stamp 
man? I work in the post office in town, 
you know; get up at 5 and eat and drive 
in to be there at 7, six days a week. We 
have a couple of collectors in the office. 
I happened to speak of you and it seems 
they think they know of you.” 


Result was that the next evening he 
dropped in again and said he had a 
couple of fellows at the house he wanted 
me to meet, so I went over with him, 
and when I finally came back and 
crawled into bed the wife said things. 
“Stamp collectors?” Why, yes, in a way. 
“I knew it! There goes our vacation. 
Now watchu going to do?” 


“Not a thing,” I assured her. “They 
just wanted to get acquainted. Oh, I 
may go to town one night just for a few 
minutes to look at a prize precancel col- 
lection.” With a groan she pulled the 
covers over her head (We were sleeping 
out on the porch) and said she was go- 
ing to sleep, but it was poor sleeping or 
she had bad dreams or something for 
I heard considerable muttering before I 
got to sleep myself. 

Well, I did go to town and had a real 
nice time of it with the chap that owned 
the collection and another fellow who 
dropped in, but that was to be all, so I 
thanked them for a nice time and went 
back to my fishing. The wife kept look- 
ing sideways at me the next couple of 
days, but her fears had about subsided 
When another fellow turned up. The 

. O. man brought him out, and we sat 








on a bench by the water and saw the 
sunset and chatted until at last he said, 
“I suppose you get tired looking at 
stamps, but I brought an album along 
just in case.” 


So we went up to the house and I 
looked over a blank album with a lovely 
collection of U. S., on pages that he 
had ruled himself and with excellent 
typewritten data, and somehow it got a 
bit late again. That chap just from a 
little town had ’em from 1847 on down, 
even included a used #594 that had 
been expertized and declared O. K. Said 
he got it from a mixture he bought just 
to see what it was like. 

Well, I assured the wife, that was 
positively all, but pretty soon that post 
office man was back. The boys wanted 
to know if they couldn’t get up a joint 
meeting of the collectors of several near- 
by towns and have me talk — tell ’em 
some stamp yarns and so on. One of 
the fellows I’d met would come and get 
me and bring me safely back, and so 
forth. Fortunately the wife was right 
there, so I turned and put the bee on 
her, and of course there was nothing she 
could say except that I’d be delighted. 
Nothing I liked better than to talk 
stamps, and so on. So it was fixed up, 
but after he had gone I got to bed in a 
hurry. Wanted to go fishing early the 
next morning and had to get some sleep. 

On the way to the meeting one of the 
boys said, “Say, Cap’n, I hear there is 
a fellow in a farm house we pass in a 
minute has some stamps he wants to 
sell. No one has been out to see him, 
so you might look into it.” So he pointed 
out the house and I said, “Why I’ve 
been up there to buy minnows from that 
man. Ill go after him tomorrow. 
Thanks.” 

We had a bully good time at that 
meeting. Nice bunch of fellows there 
from four or five towns and we talked 
and I did, and they asked questions and 
then we adjourned and chatted a bit 
longer until throat treatment was indi- 
cated and we went down stairs in the 
hotel for treatment, and after a while I 
got back to the cottage again. 


Next day I went to see the farmer. 
He didn’t have anything much — just a 
collection his father had started nearly 
fifty years ago and that he and his 
brother had kept up after a fashion. And 
his brother having been for years in an- 
other post office hadn’t hurt any.

There is simply no way of 
keeping away from them. And what a 
good time he had meeting them!”

The consensus is overwhelmingly in favor of minimum starting bids in our cata- 
logues and we will place them in our next catalogue. 

Most of the adverse votes were received from dealers or from persons who have 
habitually sent in long lists of useless bids—%4 to 1/20th of what the lots have sold, 
Some people commented that this would have a tendency to artificially raise prices that 
seem high enough already. 

Our answer to this is that we are active dealers and to be active dealers we must 
know what stamps are worth and what they will sell for. We have no object in rais- 
ing prices, and since our minimums will be the exact figures we would be willing to 
pay, they will, of necessity be below a fair retail market. Our prime purpose in mini- 
mum bids is to eliminate hours of useless office detail occupied with entering long lists 
of useless bids. We often wonder if persons sending such bids would be willing to sell 
their own stamps at those figures and even double what they offer. We refer to such 
bids as $5.05 for a very fine mint $5.00 Columbian, $31.00 for lc Pan American invert, 
and $37.00 for a superb $200.00 Second Issue Revenue. 

We believe many people will be interested in receiving our catalogues with pub- 
lished minimum bids, and we will gladly place their name on our mailing list, without 
any obligation on their part. 

A number of voters mentioned they would appreciate lists of prices realized at 
previous sales as a guide in bidding. We might mention that we have published such 
lists in our public sales, and the sum total of results is that we send them a free priced 
catalogue. The expense in producing such a list for a 3200 lot sale is prohibitive and 
from our previous experience would not be justified. 

Our next mail sale is September 27th, 1937, and catalogues are now being mailed.
